Infectious  Disease;  The 

notifications  of  infectious  disease 

v/erc  very  much  less  than  in  19435  134  in 

1944  as  against  21 5 in  1943.  Of  the 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  there  was  a 
heavy  incidence  of  v/hooping  cough;  and  of 
the  non~notif iable  diseases,  chicken-pox 
and  German  measles  v/ere  widespread.  The
